The first reprisal affair, involving the shooting of host- 
ages In whioh &0HKE3EDER had been interested was the abortive 
attenpt to wreck a Wehnnacht leave train on the ROTTERDAM, via- 
duct in the simmer 1*5', The Wehimoht demanded large number 
of hostages although nobody was hurt, but the kind-hart ed Gestapo 
' talked them out of it and a compromise was finally made with 
6 paying the penalty. 

In order to preserve good relations with both the Bu tch an d 
the Wehnnacht, RADTER ordered that in, future (after the ROTTERDAM 
affair) the only hostages shot would be ones who w ere alrea dy 
awaiting the death penalty for other offences* SOHREIEDER
